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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 3-5 in the reply filed on February 4, 
2008, is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that examination of all claims 
does not represent a serious burden. This is not found persuasive because the claims 
recite different and non-overlapping coating methods and materials. Apart from the 
initial burden set forth in the prior Office action, undue burden further arises from the 
differing and diverging issues arising from simultaneous prosecution of such different 
and non-overlapping subject matter. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1, 2, and 6-18, are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on February 4, 2008. 

Priority 

3. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
09/462,581 , filed on January 1 1 , 2000. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
5. The information disclosure statements filed March 10, 2004, July 20, 2004, 
August 27, 2004, June 30, 2006, and July 6, 2007, have been considered by the 
Examiner. 
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Drawings 

6. The drawings were received on March 10, 2004. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Specification 

7. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it fails to recite process 
steps. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

8. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use;

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

9. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
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often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

11. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

A. Independent claims 3 and 4 recite "a mixed liquid containing a sulfur 
compound," which it is indefinite because the nature and extent of the mixing is 
unclear. Does this limitation imply that the liquid be physically agitated? or does it 
imply that more than just the sulfur compound is present? Consequently, the 
metes and bounds of the claimed subject matter is impossible to determine. 

B. Claim 5 is similarly rejected by virtue of its incorporation of this subject 
matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

13. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
6,287,649 B1. 

A. In Fig. 11, and the accompanying description, 'US 649 teaches a process 
in which a substrate, coated with a metal film, is coated with a photo-resist, the 
photo-resist is pattered by application of UV radiation, non-masked areas of 
photo-resist are removed, remaining photo-resist is removed, and non-masked 
areas of metal are removed. Finally, the thus-treated substrate is immersed in a 
thiol-containing solution to allow self-assembly of the thiol on the remaining metal 
portions. 

B. It is the Examiner's position that, while the photo-resist is being irradiated 
the metal is as well and, since the process of metal removal requires and 
includes this irradiation step, this reference anticipates this claim limitation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

14. Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

15. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed process in which the 
metal has no affinity for the sulfur compound and the metal is removed to expose an 
affinity region. 
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Conclusion
